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before the session is over. So when you can see Senator
Newell and I on the same side of an issue, then as
Aristotle said, that when you get even enemies to agree
on a proposition, you can rest assured that the proposi-
tion probably is true and has value. So although Senator
Newell 1is often wrong, he is very right this time.

SPEAKER MARVEL: Senator Haberman, your light is on.

SENATOR HABERMAN: Mr. President and members of the
Legislature, that is what makes me nervous about this
resolution is having Senator Chambers and Senator Newell
on the same side,. Thank you, Mr. President.

SPEAKER MARVEL: The motion is the adoption of the resolu-
tion. All those in favor vote aye, opposed vote no.

We are voting on LR 210. Who requested a record vote?
Senator Landis. Okay. Have you all voted?

CLERK: (Read the record vote as found on pages 557
and 558 of the Legislative Journal). 39 ayes, 4 nays,
Mr. President.

SPEAKER MARVEL: The motion carried. The resolution is
adopted. Before we go to the next item, underneath the
north balcony from Senator Rumeryfs District it is my
privilege to introduce Mr. Jess Nielsen who is a con-
stituent of Senator Rumery. Jess, welcome once again to
the Unicameral. LR 212.

CLERK: Mr. President, LR 212 is on page 511 of the
Journal.

SPEAKER MARVEL: Senator DeCamp.

SENATOR DeCAMP: Mr. President, just ask to refer it to
a committee, Public Works |1 suppose and let them do what
they want with the resolution. Have a hearing on it or
whatever, rather than take up any time at this point.
SPEAKER MARVEL: Is there an objection to referring this
resolution to a committee? Hearing none, so ordered.
The item, LR 213.
